An Important Decisien 
te Defects in the Territerial 
Ordinance. 


In view of the importance of the |- 


prairie Gre question in the Territories, 
the judgement delivered by Mr. Justice 
Wetmore, at Monsomin, the other dav, 
in the case of Mathewson vs. Pearson, 
ts of interest. It deals with the defrets 
inthe Territorial Ordinance relating 
to prairie fines. 

The app-Ilant was convicted under 
Ordinance No. 27 of 1893 before three 
Justices of the Peace of having at 
Mooee Mountain kindled a prsirie Gre 
and alfowing it to run at large, and was 
tined $100 and costs. 

His Tord-hip, after hearing the ap- 
peal, decided that as there was ao 
apecinl provision made in the above 
Ordinance for recovery of the fine on 
summary conviction, the Jasticee had 
ne jurisdiction to convict. The appeal 
was, therefore, distnisecd without coate. 
The decision was practically in favor 
of the appell ont as cthere is no way of 
compelling him to pay the fine. ~ His 
Lordship added that the defect had 
been remedied in the revised Ordin- 
ances which are in force from the 
beginning of the vear,

True, it is a 
time of fasting handed down from 
Jesus Christ, and no real Chrietien will 
fail to keep it in some way by denying 
himself what he can in food, ease,sleep, 
and a:ousements, The object of fasting 
is to humble the soul for sin ; to ex- 
prees penitence to God for my sins, to 
bcing my body into a condition favor 
able for spiritaal exercises. If you do 
not intend to prey more, to increase 
your devotions, your fasting will not 
be of much spiritwal benefit to you. 
As the result of your abstaining from 
amveementa, luxuries, novels, &c., you 
will have eomething wore to give to 
the church and poor, God has given 
you increased prosperity during the 


past year, You have had more money. 


How many of you have increased the 
amount you have. given to God throegh 
the cherch. Is tt possible thet some 
of you have actea!ly reduced {hbamonnt 
or that others have neglected to pay 
even the emall amount promised, or 
that come can shirk their preponsitility 
to sepp»rt their church by pleading 
thet they make no promiee. No one 
does his duty to Gud whe does not give 
a tenth of his income, ten per cent., to 
God for hie church and poor, 

Charity and generosity begin sfter 
the tenth is paid. I trast all sincere 
people will hegin this Lent to do at 
least their duty. Lent in a time in 
whieh you inay get guch goed for your 
soul and you munt give eccount to Gud 
of the use you muke of it.
